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Get. Curtis in Arkansas.— The St. Louis 
Republican says the attempt to communicate with 
and provision the army of General Curtis at 
Batesville and Jacktoiporf, Arkaneas, by way of 
White, river, has proved a failure, not by reason 
of any obstructions that the enemy has made on 
the banks or ia the channel, but solely on ac- 
count of the low stage of water in that stream. 
The gunboats, after the reduction of the rebel 
works under Colonel Fry, at St. Charles, succeed- 
ed in getting up as far as a point below Duv all's 
Bluff, ninety miles beyond St. Charles, but tho 
river was then falling rapidly, and a further ad 
vance would have been perilous, since tbey were 
almost sure to get agrcuod. Thus the crews 
would have been at the mercy of the bushwhack 
era along the sbo.e, not to speak of the danger or 
the capture and destruction of the tlset by the 
enemy. Duvall's Bluff is one hundioi and sev- 
enty-seven miles from the mouth of White river, 
and for that ciitance the stream may be said to 
have been opened, but the gunboats have returned 
to the month, and could not now go higher up 
than St. Charles. 

This feature will undoubtedly be a great disap- 
pointment to Gen. Curti?, who, with his troops, 
seems to have been surrounded by unf rtunate 
circumstances ever since his entrance into the 
State of Arkansas ill pursuit of Price & Co. He 
has been waiting a long time for the fall of Mem- 
phis and the support and assistance he expected 
from the gunboats, but the hopes of the latter 
will now have to be abandooed, and Gen. Cur- 
tis is left, if possible, in a worm condition than 
before the capture of Fort Pillow. As soon as the 
latter event transpired the shipment of supplies 
was ordered to be discontinued overland, and a 
large quantity of stores was concentrated oppo 
site Victoria, at the mouth of the White river, 
for his army, in anticipation of speedy water com- 
munication. 

We fear much privation will emus, and one 
consequence of the disappointment will probably 
be a serious derangement of military plans. To 
be cure, there is little or no danger in communi- 
cating with Memphis across the country, so far, 
we mean, as any interruption by the rebels is 
concerned; but the distance is not less than one 
hundred miles, the country is exceedingly barren, 
there are several considerable streams to cr«s, 
and the roads at any season are about as bad as 
they could well be. Nor is it quite apparent 
which would be best to do ■ to provision General 
Curtis 's army from Memphis overland, and lot 
that General await the result of a reconnoissance 
up the Arkansas, or remove the army to Memphis 
direct, to co-operate in the capture of Little Rock 
by au expedition np that river. 

Thus far, there seems to have been no attempt 
by the gunboats to run up the Arkansas river. The 
rebel armed vessel Van Dorn, which escaped our 
fleet in the engagement eppesite Memphis, is 
supposed to be somewhere in that stream, and we 
have seen conjectures that the Ponchartrain 
and the Arkansas have taken refuge in the same 
waters. It is probable, moreover, that heavy bat- 
teries have been erected at eligible points on the 
shore to resist an advance upon the State capital. 
A large land force would perhaps be required to 
accompany any naval expedition on the Arkan- 
sas, and we take it that the authorities have been 
unwilling to order any operation on the stream 
named until a sufficient infantry support could be 
sent to assist it. If it is decided not to bring Gen. 
Curtis's army over to Memphis by land, we shall 
expect to bear immediately of a movement for 
his relief, by a considerable expedition up the Ar- 
kansas river. At any rate it is of great import- 
ance to have possession of that valuable tributary 
of the Mississippi, for that wonld be essential In 
the pacification of the territory already gained.

Thb Stevens Battery.— The Philadelphia 
Press states that Mr. Edwin A. Stevens, the 
Drother of the inventor of this great engine of 
naval warfare, is now in the city of Washington. 
It will be remembered that early in the present 
session of Congress, a bill was parsed making an 
appropriation of $783,000 for the completion of 
this battery, snbj net to the discretion of the Sic- 
rotary of ths Navy. The Federal Government 
bad expended nearly half a million upon the bat- 
tery, and Mr. Stevens some three hundred thou- 
sand dollars. The commission to which the Sec- 
retary referred the measure reported that the 
battery could not be completed unless certain im- 
provements were made, and here the matter 
rested; but Mr. Stevens is now in Washingtor, 
and last week made a proposition to Congress and 
the Administration to complete the battery out 
of his own funds. He asks that the Govern- 
ment should convey to him all his right and title 
to I he Stevens battery, and cancel the mortgage 
given by his brother Robert for the faithful per- 
formance of his contract, and he then binds him- 
self, nnder a penalty of $100,000. to finish it out 
of his own funds as a war steamer, in ono year, 
to throw a heavier broadside than any war steam- 
er in the world now throws, and after its comple- 
tion the Government shall have the option of 
buying it at $783,000, the amount of its appro- 
priation, and its estimated cost by the late Board. 
Should the Government refuse to accept it, it will 
become the property of Mr. Stevens In other 
words, this public spirited citizsn offers to run the 
the risk of an expenditure equal to the amount or 
the late appropriation, cut of his private fortune, 
thus showing bis own confidence in this great 
battery, and his patriotic devotion to lis country. 

rfiTDr. C. S. Abell has received the Union 
nomination for Clerk of Mercer county.

THE »Sn MUGADK IN MISSISSIPPI. 

Camp near Itka, Miss.,( 
June 21, 1862. 

At last we are having a little rest, and I avail 
myself of a friend's kindness to pay my respects 
to the readers of the Journal. We are now cimped 
within two miles of Iuka, in a little town known 
as the resort of the fashionable denizsns of Missis- 
sippi during ihe broiling months of July and 
August. One year ag> our present camping 
ground bad other occupants. The hordes of rebel - 
dom were marshaled here, and taught as much as 
so rebellious a crew could learn, of the art and 
science cf war; thoir parades were witnessed by 
the fair daughters of Secessia, and applauded by 
ci devant heroes, who loved better far to read of 
war than to enter the ranks and stand thoir chan- 
ces of life or death, but now the iron clad division, 
with the Monitor at its head, is in calm and quiet 
possession of Iuka and its interesting suburbs, and 
our "insolent Yankee" soldiers walk around the 
country in a manner and style which I verily be- 
lieve they have been trying to copy from Genera' 
Nelson, but it is useless for any of them to try to 
imitate that decidedly energetic gent. It can't 
ba done. — there is but one Nelson. 

Forty years ago this entire section of country 
was inhabited by the Chickasaw Indian*, and 
there are old residents living near hero who re- 
member distinctly ths day that unfortunate tribe 
departed from the homes and hunting grounds of 
their fathers, to seek homes in the wild forests of 
the further West. What other country in the 
world can show such wondrous changes in so 
small a lsngth of time. And yet this country, 
rescued from the hand of the savage, defended 
and protected in its early infancy, grows up to 
manhood and turns, serpent like, upon its natural 
protector. Such is Southern chivalry. 

Since I wrote to yon lost, our brigade has 
changed its commander, Brigadier General Man- 
son having been assigned to this brigade.

TO "MANY LOYAL VOTERS." 

Louisviixk, June 27, 18G2. 

Gekti.k.hkn: I will endeavor to (rive an "ex 
p'icit, iagenuous reeponse" to your card Addressed 
co ma, and published in the Louisville Journal of 
this morning. 

On the 18th of May, 1861, I psblifh d in Ihe 
Journal an article against the heretical doctrine 
that a State bos a constitutional right to secede 
from the Union. 

On the 26th of June, 1861, I pubti&htd in the 
Journal an article to snow that fjrts, arsenal", 
mints, revenue vessels, arm?, and other pnblic 
pn psrty had been violently seized by Southern 
secessionists prior to the inauguration of 1'resi- 
Unt Lincoln — ard that the act of secession on 
ihe part of Sou: h Oaroliua was the first great, 
m>ert t and efnciint cause of the war. 

Oj th ) 27tb June, 1861, I published in the same 
japor an »r;icle lo h ' w that there can be no such 
hing as the righ' of revolution unless revolution 
oe in itself right; that secession was neither right 
ipon the principfes of the Constitution, nor upon 
any sound principles of revolution, at.d that the 
position m> often assumed that when any given 
aumbor cf State; resolve upon revolution tbey 
ui c issarily have I ha right lo revolutionizs by 
-eason of an assumed exclusive right to determine 
ior tbems ,lvea the grounds of revolution, is wholly 
untenable. For ihe right of revolution is a moral 
question, and whother revolution, in any given 
M e, la right or n it, is not to be determined by a 
single party to the case, bnt, like other moral ques- 
tMo, must bedeiermiued by the common sense 
of manhicd in view of the good or evil rosul'ing 
from, or involved in, the revolution. 

I have published various other articles in oppo- 
sition to tho whole Southern EChome of disuni >n. 

The sentiment.! containod in those aricles I 
have ni t cnanged. I still adhero to, endorse, aud 
ipprove them 

Since the publication of these articles, certain 
doctrines have been avowed by tha present Ad- 
ministration, and its especial >idlierents, and cer- 
tiin acts have been done, and certiin omi- 
nons tendencies have been maifested, which, can- 
dor compuls me to admit, I have not been able 
*o approve. In the spirit of constitutional freedom 
(without which our inatitu'ions would be of no 
value), I have expressed, in very emphatic term', 
my dissent from some of lbs opinion?, acts, aid 
tendencies of the present Administration. Thin 
was not because I do not love my country, and 
dj not wish, as tin paramount object of poluical 
desire, to preserve the Union; but it i ■ juilb i- 
canse I do love my country, and do earnestly wish 
that tho Constitution may be proservecl (if if it, 
and the Union msin .ained as it teas 

In the language of the creed uf the Union par- 
ty, I am for the "Union, the Constitution, and 
the enforcoineut of the laws." I beliove that the 
Union is ossential to the Constitution, and that 
tho Constitution is equally essential to tho Union. 

As a bond of Union I prefer the Constitution of 
the United States to a party platform, and, for an 
exposition of its meaning, I prefer the decisions 
of the Supremo Court to the opinions and acts of 
any sectional political party whatover, whether 
Northern or Southern. 

It has iccurred to me, however, that the best 
way to preservo the Union is for the Government 
to execute tho powers delegated to it, and not to 
infringe upon the powers re-orved by the Consti- 
tution to the States respectively or to the people, 
and for each S'ate to attend to its own business and 
to let its neighbors alone. 

Holding the Constitution as the sole rule of 
failb, I am equally nppnsed to secessionism and to 
every aspect uud phase of abolitionism. 

Knowing the Constitution to bo tho "supreme 
lav*" and the "public safety" — 'he "suprema lex" 
a d the "salus populi," the latter became the 
•i-rmer, I do not beiijvo that the President of Ihe 
United States has power to suspend the privilege 
of the writ of habeas corpus, or lo imprison a citi- 
zen (outside ( f the laud ar-d naval force.-) upon 
hu bare suspicion, and without warrant bated 
upon probable cause, and supported by oath or 
affirmation, or that he or his (jonerals can law- 
fully proclaim martial law upon their mere arbi- 
trary judgment of what th'y may choose to call 
State necessity. 

It has seomed to mo that, howover successfully 
a military commander may, in timos of extreme 
public peril, throw himself upon his country to 
excuse him fur disregarding tho writ of hatieas 
corpu? — '.hat great privilege of a freeman — or for 
making proclamation of martial law; it should 
never be taught as a legal piinciple that the 
President of the United State', an Executive of- 
ficer of limited power, has a right, eithsr us Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army and navy or in any 
other capacity, to suspend the privilege of the 
groat wm or that he can, at his option- aa samat- 
m 0 a w f i | su inim i a pnxiamslion of what is 
d«ncaain*Ukd m,i tool law, but what in reality Is 
no law at all. If the doing of these things be in- 
dispensable to the lifo of the Government let 
I hem be . > •! n. »» a necessity, but never justi- 
fied as American constitutional law. 

I believe that, although Congress may suspend 
the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus when 
in cases of rebellion or inva iin the public safely 
may require it; the President can never do it — 
and that bub Comress and the President com- 
bined cannot lawfully dirpsnee with an original 
judicial constitutional warrant of arrest. 

I believe that the Consti'Ution guarantees (cer- 
tainly lo an extent not incompatible with tho life 
of tho government) freedom of speech, and of 
tbe press, and of the necessity of due process of 
law preliminary to deprivation cf "life, liberty, 
and property," and of tho right to a scsaedy and 
public trial by jury, and of tbe right to be in- 
formed of the nature and cause of an accusation. 
And I believe that the present Execntivo of tho 
United States, and his subordinate officers, have, 
in numeri us instarces, without anyparamount law 
of national necessity, violated the personal and 
individual rights of the private citizen. Nor could 
I ever see ufpu what principle that grand and 
glorious corporation — the "Uni ed Statoi of 
America" — could plead the treasonable conduct of 
Soulharn secessionists — 'hat is the very offences 
of criminals on trial at the bar — 1 he verv crimes 
of rob .-liious culprits against the Union — as a 
grcuud, and warrant cf justification, for contemn- 
ing and disregarding tbe principles of Ihe Consti* 
I t on by tchich alone that great corporation itself 
h is iti being. 

1 have not baiieved that eithsr tho General 
Government or tbe Government of Kentucky has 
any power to pass a central legislative act of 
confiscalim of tbe absolute property of rebels — 
including real estate, slavos, and personalty — or 
that either can confer such power upon tho court. 

Upon this point i. is easy to c\educe from the 
Constitution an argument that is absolutely ir- 
refragable and conclusive to tho effect that a for- 
feiture of es a'e cani.ot extend beyond the lifo 
of tbe person attainted. 

"Treason against tbs United Slates," says the 
Constitution, "shall consist only in levying war 
against Mem, or adhering to their enemies, giv- 
ing them aid and comfort." 

"The Congress shall have power to declare tho 
punishment of treasoa, bnt no attainder of treason 
sha 1 work corruption of blocd, or forfeiture ex- 
cept DritlNG THE LIFE OIK THE PERSON AT- 
TAINTED." 

"No person shall be convicted of treason, nnless 
on the testimony of two witnesses to tho same 
overt act, or on confession in open court." 

"No bill of attainder -lull be passed." 

Now, a direct legislative act of confiscation is 
in the nature of a bill of attainder; and a bill of 
attainder is expressly prohibited by the Consti- 
tution. 

And, alilnneh there may be a judicial attainder 
of treason, it is clearly provided in the Constitu- 
tion that no attainder of treason shall work cor- 
ruption of blood, or forfeiture of estate except 

MURING THE LIFE OF THE PEHSON ATTAINTED; 

and not even then, unless tbe treason has been 
proven by the testimony of two witnesses or con- 
feEsed in npnn court, — and lias been established 
upon indictment found by a grand jury — and 
tried by a petit jury, — and with all the other 
guards thrown around the accused by tho laws, 
and privileges of a criminal trial. 

How then can it be poesinle that without any 
conviction for treason at all, the estate of an tin- 
conricfecf traitor may be foifeited not merely for 
his life, but absolutely and forever. 

Surely the minor can never be greater than the 
major. 

Surely it was never the de-ign of our ancestors 
to visit the iniquities of the fathers upon the chil- 
dren to the third and fonrth generations. 

I have not believed that Congress (even if it be 
granted that it had tho constitutional power) 
could, in good faith, and as a matter of impartial 
justice and policy to all tho States alike — both 
nee and slave — abolish slavery in tho District of 
Columbia, or compensate theownors of slaves nut of 
the joint and common treasury of the whole Union. 
For in so doing, they certainly exact from the 
slave States an involuntary contribution of money 
for a partial destruc:ion of an institution in which 
those States are vitally interested; and thus, by 
an act of sectional arbitrary power, compel those 
Ntatas to hurl a blow at one of their vrnsl cher- 
ished institutions, if not the most cherished of all 
their institutions. I am utterly opposed to a 
spirit of encroachment upon the rights of either 
States or individuals. 

1 have always thought that in attempting to 
divide this Union, a most stupendous, frightful, 
and awful blunder was committed by tho Cotton 
States against their own peculiar interests as well 
as against the w Ifare of Ihe whole United States. 
And 1 have won le <• I that thoso States did not 
see tnat a bounlary line of separation between 
two cmfaderacies could not lie amicably agreed on, 
even if disunion were otherwise desirable, — and 
tti»( it is not less difficult to run a satisfactory 
li oundary-line of separation than to coerce the 
seeding Sla es to allegiance, or to reconcile the 
parts of our distracted country. 

It is plain from examination, in ono view, cf 
the State Constitutions and the Federal Coastitu- 
tion, that they constitute a sort of dual system of 
government, the component parts of which are 
essential to each other, and y»t, as far as possi- 
ble, were dosigned to bo separate from and inde- 
pendent of each other. In a word, each Govern- 
ment, Stato and Federal, is sovereign for certain 
purpose*— tho Federal as to all powers delegated 
to it, and tho S at* Governments as to all powers 
reserved to tbom respectively; but yet ic takes 
both Governments to till completely the idea of a 
perfect, theoretical, and practical governmental 
sovereignty. In tbe working of this complex 
machinery, it was no more designed that the 
Federal Government thould abolish a .">"■<• Gov- 
ercinent, or interfere with Stat* institutions, 
tban that a State Government should throw off 
the Federal Government, or interfere with 
Federal institutions. 

It was naturally expected, however, that in 
practice an occasional conflict of jurisdiction 
would occur, and accordingly provision has been 
made in tbe Federal Constitution for just such an 
emergency. For it is therein provided that " tho 



judicial p >wer shill ex'end to all cases in law ami 
iquitv, arising under this Constitution, the laws of 
the United States, and treaties made, or which ih'tlt 
be made, under their authority." "The judicial 
power cf the United States shall ba vested in one 
Supreme Court, and in such inferior Courts as the 
Congress msy,from time to time, establish." "This 
Constitution ard the laws of the United States, 

WHICH SHALL nE MADE IN PURSUANCE THERE- 
OF, and all Irsaties made or which shall be made 
ncd<r the authority of tho Uaited States, shall be 
tho supreme law of the land, &: , etc.'' From 
ih'SS citations it is evident that, whilst statutes 
passed by Congress — not in pursuance of the Con ■ 
stitution — ire not valid laws, yet, in the very 
natutc of the case, there must notdi be some com 
mon arbiter to decide quostions of conflict, and 
the deci.-ions of the Federal Court", when pro 
nounced in reference to the boundary lines of 
Federal and State authority should, in my opinion, 
be respected and obeved. 

I am, and have always been, a cordial Union 
man, and I am especially opposed to the sec«s 
eion of Kentucky, or anv attempt at secession by 
Kentucky, from the Union. And I sincerely and 
earnestly desire that the rebel li n may speedily 
csase of its own accord, or else be put down by 
the strong arm of lawful authority. 

A vast m»j >rity of ths Americin people are 
resolved that, c ime what may, tho "land," of 
which the Co.nstitu'ion d'C'ares itself to be the 
supreme law. shall not ba divided — that not one 
acre of it shall be surrendered to another power — 
that one and all the people of the United States 
have an int. rest in the NMli "I o.il, in Louisiana, 
Tex is, and Florida — in all the Southern States — in 
the great inland sea — the father of waters, and its 
mouth— and in tbe Gulf of Mexico — and that two 
competing and independent G ivernments shall 
not no constructed or tolerated upon tbe "land" 
of which ths Constitution proclaims, upon its own 
fnc*, that it is tho supreme law. 

Now these are my sentiments, "ingenuously" 
and "explicitly" expressed; and I am not. aware 
that they contain anything treasonable or disloy- 
al. I know that no treason or disloyalty is in- 
tended, and I know that I am loyal in conduc' 
and heart. It is true that my aeniiinents may 
lu wrong, and it is very csrtain that thev will noc 
please everybody. It is indeed likely that they 
will offend both extrem*s of pnblic opinion. But 
tbey are, nevertheless, my sentiments, and I shell 
ba bap^v if tbey will suit the groat conservative 
haart of the country. Whoever may ditT«r from 
me in my views I will not quarrel w'i'h him. In 
the lanc.u iga of a tine writer of the last century, 
ho wlo quarrels with his neighbor for differing 
from him in opinion is a slave to all his present 
pinion", beccuso he thereby precludes himself 
ihe right of changing them. In conclusion may 
1 not hope that my competitors may be induced 
to express their sentiments "ingenuously" and 
"explicitly" upon tho topics herein discussed?

Arkansas and the Southwest. — Wo copy 
tho fallowing from the St. Louis Republican of 
tho 27th: 

Uecent arrivals of men in this State, until now 
connected with Ihe rebol army, give us an inside 
view of tho movements of portions of the rebel 
army. It is vory plain that they are in a sadly 
dilapidated and brokea-down condition, and that 
vory little danger is to be apprehended from them, 
either ia this State or Arkansas 

Gen. Roane, who. sines tho abdication of Gov. 
Rector, has assumed mili ary command of all tbe 
forces of tho Confederate States in Arkansas, and 
nil the ragamuffins drawn to its standard by the 
act cf conscription, is at aud about Little Rock, 
with from 4 000 to 5,000 mon. Wo venture to 
say that he will not a:ay there long, for so soon 
as tho WhiteCUul gets up White river with pro- 
visions for Gon. Curtis's army, he will at once 
match upon, and take up his quarters at Little 
Rxk, perhapi for tho summer. From that point 
be can hold all Arkansas in subjection. 

Gon. Albert Pike, the poet of New Eigland, 
and leader of bands of relentless and demoniac 
savages, with about 5,000 assorted Toxas, 
Atkansas, and Indian froop», is at B iggy Depot 
in the Choctaw nation, some thirty miles above 
old Fort Towson, on the north bir.k of the Rad 
rivor. He his built a bridge across that Btrenm, 
and has given order) to his followers, on theap 
proach of Federal troops, to cross into T. xns aud 
then burn tho bridge. Among the common peo- 
ple of Arkansas, the impression now universally 
obtains that Pike is a coward, and that he does 
not interd to get in barm's way, if be can avoid 
it. This has not been his character. There are 
two rogiments, ouo from Arkansas and tho other 
from Texas, on White river, below BatesviJLs^ 

General R lins, of MisiOiirL if mniM -^sartTuut, be- 
i<miu mra lrnreu and Ltitle R ck, but without 
many man. IX* leel o-eo to Memphis, and in the 
general breaking up of tho Missouri and Arkan- 
sas forces there contrived to get about tif:een 
hundred stand of arms and one battery, which bo 
took to Liltlo Rock as a blirbl fur raising mon in 
the Southwest; but on the approuch of Gsneral 
Curtis, the rebel Genoral II iano, of Arkansas, 
seized these arms, and when last beard from, 
Rains was attempting negotiations to recover his 
battery and guns. 

The Misy uri State troops were in McDonald 
county, with no enemy nearer than two regi- 
ments of CherokonS near Talcqnah, the capital of 
tbe Cher kee Nation, and Colonel Coffey, with 
some 800 men, who had been drivon from Camp 
Walker bv Colonel Doubleday, as heretofcre pub- 
lished. 

The recreant Claib. Jackson and Gov. Rector, of 
Atkansas, bad both fled to Texas — the former 
taking his family and chatteli with him. Bat 
they will hardly remain there long, as, whon the 
United States reoccupy Texa3, and that State 
returns to Iter allegiance thdy will be compelled 
to run to Mexico as tho only means of avoiding 
tho punishment dne to their crimes. General 
Mc Bride, another Southwest rebel, is reported 
variously to be on R;d river and White river, bnt 
his u haroAbouts are not of much importance. 

The hIioIo number of Hissouriars who have 
joined the Confederate army is about 8,000. All 
others, it is stated, are trying to get back in some 
wav or other. Oftboseinlhe rebel army some 
1,500 or 2,000, under Gen. Pars ins, are enrolled 
for twelve months and are east of the Mississippi. 

LIELT. COLONEL SPF.NCER'S REPORT OF THE 
SEIX)ND KENTUCKY INFANTRY UiCFOKE 
CORINTH 

Camp near Bridge Creek, > 
May 29tb, 1862. f 
Col. T. D. Sedgewick, Commanding lid Brigade: 

Ou Ihe morning of the 28th Inst., tho 2d Ken- 
tucky regiment, with the remainder of the brig- 
ade under your command, was ordered out to at- 
tack the onomy's front at Corinth. Two com- 
panies, A, Lieut. Martin commanding, and com- 
pany B, Capt Baldwin, were deployed forward as 
skirmishers, tbe remainder of the regiment being 
held in reserve. After advancing a few hundred 
yard) our skirmishers met two companies of the en- 
emy's picket skirting the tioods about a quarter of 
a mile in front of Bridge creek. With lit lo tiring, 
our skirmishers cautiously drove them back into 
a dense thicket bcriss the creek to their reserve. 
Towards noon, the cmemy bat ing been reinforced 
by thros regiments (two Louisiana and one Ala- 
bama), tbe tiring became general and of an alarm- 
ing and serious nature, the enemy seeming to be 
deterred ned to gain their lost position and to hold 
tho Bridge at all hazards. Previous to this Cspt. 
Bildwin made a hasty reconnoissance of the 
ground be was ordered to occupy, ard finding 
that his right and left was not supported, imme- 
diitely despatched to mo the fact. I sent to his 
asdstance three companies, E.G. and K,— Eand K 
being posted as a reserve, under cover of t ho wood, 
and G in position near the Bridge. These ar 
rangements bad hardly been made when tbo ene- 
my commonced a spirited ait ick, supported by 
one piece of artillery, which undertook to shell 
our skirmishers from thoir position, but our men 
being well in position, and mostly nnder cover, 
maintained their ground. The tiring was inces- 
sent and of a Eevere nature, until late in the af- 
ternoon, when the enemy again opened their bat- 
tery and wero doing serious injury, until a sec- 
lion of ' 'op*. Mendenball's battery was brought 
to the left of our reserve, and for half an hour 
poured in a brisk and galling tire, when the ene- 
my gave way, leaving us in possession of tho 
creek and bridge, which we held until relieved 
this morning. Our lata, though somewhat severe, 
was not equal to that of tho enemy, as we learned 
from iho prisoners taken in the engagement that 
their loss was from seventy to eighty, and canied 
of the field as tbey Aid. 

1 most cheerfully recommend to your notice the 
gallant and active part taken by Capt. Baldwin 
during the engagement, and for tbe coolness and 
courage ho displayed on this occasion, as to him 
is mainly due tho manner of posting the skir- 
mishers. Much praise is also due to Capt. Cook, 
Lieuts. Martin, Stubing, Bontecue, Bell, and 
tlulmr.fr their gallant conduct; and to Dr. Cox, 
for his timely services in relieving the wounded 
officers and soldiers. All d.d well. Lieut Wol- 
cott, of the 20th Kentucky, deserves particular 
mention in th'S report as having been of efficient 
service, marching his company to onr relief dur- 
ing the thickest of the engagement. Below you 
will find a list of tho killed and wounded of this 
rsgiment:

Gen Buri.KR and the British Consul at 
New Orleans — We copy the following corres- 
pondence from the New Orleans True Dalta of the 

16 .b instant: 

New Orleans, J una 11, 1862. 

Sir: It has been represented to the undersigned 
by Mr. Covas, of the commercial firm of Covas & 
Nsgroponte, carrying on business in this city, 
that certain sugars bought by that firm, corjjint- 
ly with Messrs. RUii, Binachi, & Co, also car- 
rying on business here, are not allowed to be sold 
or taken from tho place in which said sugars are 
stored, wi'hout funhar orders from you. 

We beg here to state that Mr. Covas repressnts 
to the undersigned that the sugars in question 
(3 205 hogsheadf) have been bought for, and are 
the property of, British. French, and Greek sub- 
jects, an i with which fact yon are already ac- 
quainted. 

The purchases of these sugars were effected at 
vai ions times, ranging from January to March 
I ist, paid for at tbo time of purchase, in tho usual 
manner in which snch business is carried on here 
by foreign commercial houuss, when purchasing 
for account of distant parties, i. e.,by the proceeds 
of bills of exchange, drawn by the purchaser here 
upon the bona file owner of the prodncs. 

These transacims were stric :ly mercantile, 
and faeling assured by the proclamation Issued by 
you unler date of May 1st— had they bad any 
fears before— that this, ihe pnperty of foreign- 
ers, was safe and would ba accorded that protec- 
tion, as etatid in the proclamation, had been 
granted heretofore to such property, under tho 
t'oitod Slates laws, the purchasers of these sugars 
wero anxious to ship them at a time when other 
such shipments were being made; but, by ycur 
order as stated above, wero prevented, thereby 
cn'ailing upon tho foreign owners great loss. But 
as the undersigned are disposed to waive all past 
proceedings, they beg that tbe order not pormit- 
ing tbe removal of the produco in question bo 
rascindod, and that the sugars ba at the disposal 
of tbe purchasers, to do with them as they may 
seem fit, or that tho undersigned, if compatible, 
in consideration of the interests concerned, be 
placed in possession of tha facLs which caused 
such order to be issue'!; the enforcing and exist- 
ence of which materially retards and stops the 
legi'imate business of onr countrymen.

Genllemer: In the matter of the sugars in pos- 
ses-ion of Mr.Covos, who is the only party known 
to tho United States authorities, 1 have examined 
with cire the statements you have sent me. I 
had information, the sources of which you will 
not expect me to disclose,that Mr. Co.'as hid boon 
engaged in buying Confeierate notes, giving for 
them sterling oxebango, thns transferring abroad 
the credit of the States in the rel)al lion and en- 
abling those bills of credit to be converted into 
bullion to be used there, as it has been, for the 
purpose of purchasing arms and munitions of 
war. That Mr. Covas »as one of and the agent 
of an automation or cimpany of Greek merchants 
residing here, in Lond in, and in Havana, who 
had set apart a largo fund for this enterprise. 
That those Confederate notes so purchased by 
Mr. Covas had been used, in the purchase of 
sugars and cotton, of which tha sugars in ques- 
tion, in value almost $200,000, are a part. 

I directed Mr. Covas to bold these sugars until 
this matter could be investigated. 

I am satisfied of the substantial truth of this 
information. Mr. Covas's own books will show 
the important facts that he sold sterling exchange 
for Confederate treasury notes, and then bought 
thnso sugars with tbe notes. 

Now this is claimed to bo "strictly mercantile." 

It will not bo denied that tbesugars wore in- 
tondod for a foreign market. 

Bnt the Government of the United States bad 
said that with tha port of New Orleans there 
should bo no "strictly mercantile" transactions. 

It would not bscootandod for a moment that the 
exchanging of specie for Confederate treasury 
notes acd sending the specio to Europe, to enable 
the rebels to buy arms and nnuoiiioaa of war 
there, were not a breach of the blockade, as well 
as a violation of the neutrality laws and the 
r^-nctamatlon of their msjiis.ies, the Queen of 
Groat Britain and the Emperor of Krai cs. What 
distinguishes the two ma » , i h . t aaakaainaj 

tbe sterling bi.lt is a more safe and convenient 
way of eluding the laws than sending bullion in 
Toecie, and thus assist the rebellion in the point of 
its utmost need? 

It will ba claimed that to assist the rebellion 
was not tho motive. 

Granted "causa argumenti." 

It was done from the desire to gain, as doubt- 
less all the violations cf neutrality have been 
done by aliens during this war — a motive which 
is not sanctifying to acts by a foreigner, which, if 
done by a subject, would ba treason or a bigh 
uiisdemeamr. 

My proclamation of May 1st assures respect to 
all persons and property that were rospectable. It 
was not an amnesty to murderers, thieves, and 
criminals of deeper die or less heinonsness, nor a 
mantle to cover the property of those aiders of tbe 
rebellion, whether citizans or aliens, whom I 
might Gnd here. If numbers of the foreign resi- 
dents here h ive been engaged in aiding the rebell- 
ion, either directly or indirectly from a spirit of 
gain, and tbey now find themselves objects of 
watchful supervision by tbe authorities of tbe 
United States, they will console themselves with 
ths reflection that they are only gattiog tha "bit- 
ter with the sweet." Nay, more, if Moist and 
quiet foreign citizens find "themselves tbo objects 
of suspicion to, and even their honest acts sub- 
jects of investigation by the authorities of the 
United States to their inconverience, thry will, 
upon reflection, blame only the over rapacious 
and greedy of their own fellow-citizens, who hive, 
by their aid to rebellion, brought distiust and 
suspicion over all. Wishing to trea . you, gentle- 
men, with every respect, I have set forth at 
longih some of tbe reasons which have prompted 
mvaciion. There is ono phrase in your letter 
which I do not understand, and cannot permit to 
passwithont calling attention to it. You say, 
' tho undersigned are deposed to waive all past 
proceedings,' &c. 

What "procet dings" have yon, or either of 
you, to "waive" if yon do feel disposed so to do ? 
What right have you in the matter? What au- 
thority is vested in you by tbe laws of nations or 
of this country, which gives you tho power lo use 
such language to the represenlative of the United 
States, in a quasi official commnnicalion ? 

Commercial agents, merely of a subordinate 
class, consuls have no power to waive or ondone 
any proceedings past or present of the Govern- 
ment under whose protection they are permitted 
to reside so long as they behave well. If I have 
committed any wrong to Mr. Covas, you have no 
power to "waive" or pardon the penalty or pre- 
vent his having redress. If he has committed 
any wrong to the United States, yon hava still 
less power to shield h m from punishment. 

I tike leave to suggest, as a possible explana- 
tion of this sentence, that you have boon so long 
dealing with a rebel Confederation, which has 
bean supplicating yon to make such representa- 
tions to the Government whose subjects yon are, 
as would Induce yonr sovereigns to aid it in its 
traitorous designs, that you have bacome rusty in 
the langnage proper to be used in representing 
tbe claims of your fellow-citizens to the conside- 
ration of a great aud powerful Government, enli- 
tlod to eqaal rospoct with your own. 

In order to prevent all misconcep ion, and that, 
for the future, you gentlemen may know exactly 
the position upon which I act in regard to foreign- 
ers resident bore, permit me to explain to you, 
that I think a foreigner resident hero has not one 
right more than an Amorican citizen, but at least 
one right less, i. e , that of meddling or interfer- 
ing, by discussion, vote, or otherwrise, with the 
affairs of tbe Government.

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Before Kichmond.— We have very meagre 
details of the recent important battle in the 
front of Richmond, and even these are more 
extended than we expected to receive, for the 
Secretary of War has requested— we may soy 
enjoined— that nothing should be telegraphod 
relativo to affairs in the peninsula or MtClel- 
lan's army. The fighting has been terrific and 
the losses terrible, but Mr. Fulton, the agent 
of the Associated Press at Baltimore, writes 
that he has a detailed acconnt of the 
events of the last four days of last 
week, that "we have achieved the grand 
est military triumph over the enemy, and 
Richmond must fall," and that he has been 
ordered to Washington to communicate with 
the President. We may hear more from him 
before we go to press; and, until we are more 
particularly informed, we have the gratifying 
intelligence, that, up to Friday night, General 
McCleltan "expressed himself satisfied with 
the result." 

The first attack of the rebels upon General 
Stoneman's forces near Hanover Court House 
was evidently adiversion to draw attentionfrom 
tho more vigorous advance in the direction of 
Mcchanicsvilleand McCall's division, but it was 
foiled, anil the enemy withdrew. Tho next 
day they made two desperate assaults on our 
entire lines, but were met with murderous dis 
charges from our batteries, which created ter- 
rible carnage, piling tho rebel sla'n in heaps. 
This ineffectual sortie from their beleaguered 
city is equiralant to a defeat of the insurgents, 
and although, from our limited information 
we cannot see what strategic advantages we 
have gained, wo repose all confidence in the 
assurances that McClellan is satisfied, ani that 
the result is a great triumph for the Federal 
arms. 

It seems evident that Stonewall Jackson had 
succeeded in forming a junction with Lee at 
Richmond on the previous day, and was ac 
tively engaged in this at ack. The unyielding 
bravery and patriotic alacrity of the 
Union troops havo been again nobly dis 
played against the va>t!y superior numbers 
which the rebels, from their central post 
tion, are at all times able to hurl upon any 
single point of our extended lines of couot.'r- 
vaNatioo, and are the "glorious harbingers 
of an utter rout of ths rebels whenever it thall 
be deemed i xpeeticnt to advance upon them 

Absurd I. ting.— Tin Richmond Dispatch, 
saying of the battle of Fair Oaks that the rebel 
troops drove McClellan all day Saturday and 
all day Sunday, adds: 

On Monday, there being no sign of fi^bt. we 
withdrew because the groand had become offen- 
ti.-e from the smell of dead bodies. They stole 
back and occupied the ground, and then Mc'JIol 
lan issued hn bulletin. Was there ever ary 
thing more ungenerous, more disingenuous? To 
sum up all in a wort, was there aver any thing 
mjre truly Yanke ? 

It is well known that the rebels came out 
and attacked our forces upon the ground occu 
pied by the latter. The Dispatch says that 
its friends subsequently retrea.cd because tho 
smell of the dead bodies was offensive, and 
that then McClellan stole back and occupied 
the ground. But, if the rebels couldn't stand 
the smell, how could the Federals stand it? 
Wouldn't the rebels be likely to stand a pretty 
strong einell for the sake of establishing a per 
manont advantage over their invaders and 
keeping or driving them aloof from the threat 
ened rebel capital? And, if the rebels were 
victorious and tho stench of thf battle-field 
was intolerable to them, why didn't they, in 
stead of getting rid of it by a retreat, press 
forward, driving the invaders before them till 
they could reach a purer atmosphere or else 
perform the work of annihilation of the in 
vading forces? 

We have read accounts of a great many 
campaigns, but we don't think we ever before 
saw it stated in behalf of a retreating army 
that it retreated on account of a bad smell. 
Perhaps the rebel Generals would do well 
hereafter to prescribe smelling bjttles as a part 
of the equipment of their troops. We guess 
that the rebels before Richmond fled from the 
smell of gunpowder rather than of dead 
bodies. 

•WOf course the Administration, wo sup- 
pose, contemplated, in appointing Gen. Pope 
to command the combined forces of the She- 
nandoah valley, the possible resignation of 
Fremont, Shields, and Banks. Possibly the 
appointment was intended as an invitation 
to them to resign. Fremont has certainly re- 
signed, and Shields is reported to have done 
so, but we have heard nothing from Banks. 
The latter, we supposo, has never made any 
pretension to being a military man, though 
he has done his duty well as an officer in two or 
three exigencies, and, if he has any private 
assurance from the Government that it would 
be pleased to have him remain at the head of 
his division, he may perhaps remain. 

The whole history ef the case of Fremont is, 
we fear, far from being creditable to the Gov- 
ernment. Only a short time ago, without ever 
having given the least evidence of military 
talent, he was taken from civil life and appoint- 
ed to one of the most important military posi- 
tions in the nation. In that position his deeds 
of commission and omission wero 6uch, that, 
notwithstanding the strength of the political 
party that backed bim, it was deemed abso- 
lutely necessary to relieve him. A short time 
afterwards, in obedience to the clamors of that 
party, he was appointed to another position of 
high importance and responsibility. And now, 
after a second and brief trial of him, the Gov- 
ernment, in defiance of tho clamors which it is 
well aware are to come, has felt itself con- 
strained to make such an appointment over 
him as to virtually force his retirement alto- 
gether from the service. We presume this is 
the last of Fremont as a military man. He 
has not the people's confidence, and he ought 
not to have it. 

Let the impending battle decide our fate acd 
add a more illustrious page to the hUtory of our 
revolution— one to wbicb tur children will point 
with noble pride, saying '•, ur father, w , re in t00 
battle of Corinth. '—Beauregardut Corinth. 

Instead of that, their children will have to 
turn from a page of history with the reflection 
"our fathers were in the retreatfrom Corinth." 

■J3" The Richmond Examiner says, " bayo- 
net-wounds in ihis war, on the Confederate 
side, are very rare." No doubt they are, but 
how would it ba if it were not for that inter- 
esting rebel institution known as the "Ske- 
daddle." 



«y The Tax Bill which has been adopted 
by Congress will go into operation on the first 
of August and continue in force only till 1866, 
unless it is extended by future legislation. We 
find ■ synopsis of its provisions in several of 
the papers, but we shall await the receipt of an 
official copy from Washington before we pub- 
lish the very long bill. The people of tho 
Unitod States have nobly come forward to the 
support of their government and imposed taxes 
upon themselves which, though oueroas, are 
rendered indispensable for the prosecution of 
tho war against insurrection. Those, who arc 
hunting for pretexts to find fault with the ex- 
ecutive and legislative branches of the govern- 
ment, will charge this heavy taxation upon 
President Lincoln and Congress; but it should 
never be forgotten that the traitors, who 
commenced this war anl rendered it nec- 
essary for the country to put forth its gi- 
ant energies to maintain its own gov- 
ernmental existence, are alono responsible 
for the heavy burdens which the people will 
have to bear for years to come. To evade the 
payment of taxes under this bill will be a high 
misdemeanor, and to resist it will bo revolt 
against the laws. We cannot believe that 
there will bo cither evasion or resistance. 
Congress passed tho direct tax by act of Au- 
gust 6, 1861, and Kentucky, at the next ses- 
sion of her Legislature, assumed the payment 
of her proportion. The people of our State 
will we trust with equal alacrity respond to the 
national tax imposed by the new law, as the 
proceeds are necessary to preserve the country 
and restore the sundered sections of our coun- 
try to their old unity of interests. 

But there are some considerations, suggest- 
ed by an article in the Philadelphia Press, to 
which we would call attention. Months ago, 
when it first became apparent that a national 
tax was inevitable, the retail prices of a great 
number of articles ran up from a feeling of 
apprehension, and there is no good reason 
why these infla'ed prices Bhould not come 
down. Sugars advanced two to four cents a 
pound while tho tax new a'fewed on granula- 
ted, loaf, lump, pulverized or refined is only 
two mills a pound, and the highest tax on any 
quality is one and a half cents a pound. Then 
again teas advanced from 25 to 75 cents a 
pound and tho new bill docs not contemplate 
their taxation. Si also coffee advanced about 
5 per cent, when tho extra tax is but three 
mills a pound, and that only when it is ground. 
Tho grocera havo pretty generally kept up 
these panic prices, when there is no justico in 
their retention. The people submitted 
to them when there was great uncertainty 
I to the ultimate action of Con 
grcss, but now tho dealers know exactly 
what they have to pay to the Government in 
the shape of taxes and the consumers ought 
not to bo charged more than tho added rate of 
those taxes. Tho articles which wo have 
enumerated aro not dependant for their supply 
upon tho rebel States, except sngar, and for 
only a fraction of that, therefore the irjsur- 
rection does not create a necessity for any 
such disproportionate advance in prices. We 
do not yet understand the effect which the 
newly proposed tariff will have upon these 
articles, but it is clear that prices must come 
dom from their present rates because they are 
kept up for speculative purposes and not from 
the operation of any valid commercial law. 
This is a subject which interests every house 
keeper. 

The MaysvilleE igle copies a paragraph 
announcing that tho Dm. R. A. Buckner, 
Speaker of tho House of Representatives of the 
Legislature of Kentucky, has issued writs of 
election for members of tho Legislature in 
Trigg, Logan, Fleming, and Ballard counties 
and says : 

There is a mistake about Hi wbich had better 
be corrected at ceo. When tbe Legislature b 
not in session resignations of membership must be 
nude in writing to tbe Governor, who alone can 
issue writs of eUc'ion under such circumstances 
Tbe writs of Speaker Buckner in these cases is of 
no value, and tbe elections held in pursuance ot 
it will be invalid. The parlies concerned will do 
well to attend to this mat'er witbeut delay, as 
the election ia close at band. 

The Eagle has been hasty, and should repair 
its error as speedily as possible. The Legisla 
ture is in recess and has not adjourned, there 
fore it is "in session." The object of taking 
these recesses was to have the reconvention of 
the Legislature at the disposal of its own mem 
bers. Wero they to adjourn sine die, they 
could not bo called together again except by 
the Governor. Our legislative sessions arc 
biennial, and cannot be extended over sixty 
days, except by a two third vote of each House 
The present Legislature met, by the terms of 
a special law, on September 2d, 1861, and on 
tho 4th of October lock a recisB till early in 
December, when it continued in session until 
the 231 of that month; then took another re- 
cess until February, and on the 17th of March 
another recess was ordered until December 
next. The Legislature is, therefore, as much 
"in session" as it is during the interval be 
tween its daily meetings, and Speaker Buck 
ner's writ of election is valid under chapter 
32, article 6, section 3, of the Revised 
Statutes. 



CAn. Jekkins, Assistant Qurtebmasteu 
at Louisville. — This admirable officer, 
understand, has been relieved by an order from 
tho War Department, based on a notification 
in an official advertisement that no secessionist 
or abolitionist need apply for the contracts pro 
posed. This order is a very irra'i'jnal as 
as injurious one, and we have reason to 
Here that it will be promptly revoked, 
tainly petitions for its prompt 
tion are going up by the score to 
President from the loyal men cf this city, 
do not doubt that the petitions will 
granted .

They will probably 
have to submit to something more than mere 
discomfort — they aro likely to have to stand a 
discomfit. 

CsTTue rebels, it is said, are trying to kill 
Gen. Butler at New Orleans. Well, never 
mind that, General, it is said they were lately 
plotting to kill Jeff Davis at Richmond. 

S3" General Fremont is out of service. He 
has no longer any columns in the field.

V»The science of maritime warfare must 
hereafter ba transferred from the Navy De. 
partmcnt to the Patent Office. Our iron-plated 
vessels appeared to be reaching the extreme 
perfection of impenetrable armor, and the 
Monitor had taught its lesson to tho world, 
when a Mr. Duffy, at New York, claims to 
have perfected an invention which will imme- 
diately sink any iron-sheathed vessel. Ex- 
periments were made at Jersey City last week 
with his newly projected gun, which is in- 
tended to be placed in the prow of a ram, at 
anv depth, from one to twenty feet, under 
water. On this occasion a small boat ten feet 
in length, of capacity to carry two or three 
men, was provided with a gun that projected 
from the baw about two feet below tho surface. 
By means of a spring it was discharged by con- 
cussion with a target, tho boat rowing at a 
very moderate speed. This target was com- 
posed of two throe-inch planks with a space 
between them representing the ordinary 
hickness cf a vessel's sides. Tbe ball 
perforated both and went through the 
side of an old barge against which the 
target was suspended. Mr. Duffy claims that 
the Parrott or any other large bore gun can be 
discharged in the samo manner. The muzzle 
projects through packing, and when it is 
drawn in to be reloaded a valve falls to prevent 
the admission of water. From these experi- 
ments, which were a decided success, it is evi- 
dent that we havo the germ of a process by 
wbich vessels can be attacked below the water- 
ino, and beneath their iron plating. This 
must lead to a new style of submarino warfare, 
and, should the theory of Mr. Duffy prove cor- 
rect, no vessel that floats can stand the attack 
of a small submerged ram, carrying a single 
gun of largo calibre, which would make n 
hole in a ship's hull largo enough to admit a- 
man's body, and would send her to the bottom 
in ten minutes. 

<aT The inconsistency, insincerity, and un- 
friendliness of the conduct of Great Britain 
toward the Government of the United States 
are frequently developed. PretiJent Lincoln 
has been denounced, both in Parliament and 
by the English press, for refusing the use of 
the mails to journals which were seeking the 
overthrow of the Governinjnt, and tho insur- 
gents against our Government bnve received 
all tho rights and immunities of belligerents 
Irom tho British Cabinet. It appears, how- 
over, that Earl Russell, at tho request of the 
Ottoman Government, has prohibited the dis- 
tribution of the British Star — a Greek paper 
published in London — by the British post- 
oltice in Constantinople, and the reason as 
signed was that articles have appeared in the 
Star inciting the people of Turkey to revolt 
against the laws and government of that coun 
try. If the United States should address to 
Earl Russell a request that the British consuls 
in New Orleans, Charleston, and other insur- 
gent cities, might not be permitted to aid and 
comfort the rebellion, it is not difficult to 
prophecy what answer would come from his 
Lordship. 

A whole cargo of bells intended to bo 
sent to Beauregard to make cannon was cap- 
tured at New Orleans. Let them be kept till 
tho end of the war and then be all set to ring- 
ing together in honor of the triumph of the 

Union.

Though far down on the Mississippi, she isn't 
quite down in the mouth.

A Surprise at Henderso*.— One hundred 
and ten men, embracing Opt. John O. Dailey's 
company of Louisville Provost Guards and a de- 
tachment of Capt. Andrews's Michigan Battery 
from West Point the whole under command of 
Capt. Dailey, were surprised by a party of rebels 
at Henderson, Kentucky, on Sunday night. It 
appears that Capt. Dailey 's command were en- 
camp, d in an enclos-il lot, aod that the reb.h hid 
succeeded in secreting themselves in two adj iin 
ing bnildioge, firing upon the Federals under 
cover or the darkness from their hiding places. 
We regret to learn lhat in the engagement which 
followod Lient. Tyler, of Andrews's Battory, w» 
killed, and Capt. Oailey and bis brolher, Lieut. 
Dailey, were wonnded. Capt. Dailey's conduct 
after the attack was made is very highly prai'ed. 
Although ssverely wounded in I he thigh, he b.iuod 
up his wounds with ptc'jet handkerchief?, and 
went heartily into the engagement, c implelely 
r uting the onemy, with what loss we are not in- 
formed. It has been stated that the rebel bush- 
whackers were led by Kichard Hawei, and the 
name of Clay Meriwether has alx> been associa- 
ted with the marauders. Captain Walkins, with 
forty-four Provoat Guards, and Captain Nickliit, 
of the Thirteenth Indiana Battery, with two guns 
aod a detachment of men, loft for Henderson by 
the steamer Grey Eagle last evening. Tbeir 
presence in and about Henderson will have the 
effect to restore good order in that region.

The former pic nics of 8'.. Patrick havo bson very 
successful, and we hope that the patriotic pastor and 
bis congregation will experietce in the forthc om- 
ing one no exception. Let the glorious Fourth ba a 
gala day and its glorious traditions recounted to 
all — thoce to the manor born as well as to those 
who once dwelt on the banks of the Rhioe, the 
Shannon, or the Seine. 



The Approaching Celebration. — The pa- 
triotic gentlemen who have been charged with 
the preparations for the celebration of the ap- 
proaching Fourth of July at I he Fair Grounds 
have completed their arrangements. Excursion 
trains will bo run over the varicuj railroads ter- 
minating at this city, acd the assemblage in 
Louisville cn that occasion will be beyond prece- 
dent. As a continuation cf the exercises at the 
Fair Grounds, there will be a grand display of 
fire-works at the corner of East and Walnut 
streets during the evening, and the arrange- 
ments for the display have been placed in the 
bands of experienced pyrotechnists, who will 
traat the multitude to a most gorgeous rp-.ctacle 
— a spectacle worthy of the day and worthy of 
Louisville.

Russia and the United States.— The New 
York World, In reference to the renewed rumors 
of mediation, thinks the emphatic contradiction 
of these rumen both by Karl Russell, in the 
House of L"rds, and by Lord Palmerston, in th 
House of Commoos, should relieve us from any 
apprehension of immediate danger, but say], on 
the other hand, the temper of France and Epg 
land is known to be unfriendly, tbeir people suffer 
great distrtss by the prolonged detention of the 
cotton crop, the intrigues of tho Confederate 
agents in Europe are incessant, and occurrences 
are constantly liable to take place on this side of 
tho Atlantic susceptible of distortion into a pre 
text for interference. If France and England 
should offer a j >int meeliation, and, on its rejection, 
openly take sides with the South, the chances 
of restoring the Union would be very slender 
unless the ineqaslily of the struggle should bo 
relieved by tbe resources of diplomacy. The na- 
tural ally of the United States, in tbe cor jecture 
here supposed, would be cur old friend, tbe Czar 
of Russia. Tbe great military resources of this 
august power are attested by the formidable alii 
ance with which it was thought necessary to con 
front it in tbe Crimean war, and by the great 
length of time during wbicb the (bar allied na- 
tions were kept at bay in the siega of Sebastopol. 
Russia has still the sime territorial ambition acil 
tho same commeicial necessities wh'ch iinpel'ed her 
toward Constantinople in 1861. Any person who 
will glance at the map will see that tbe Russian 
empire in Europe, which extends from the Polar 
Sea to the Euxino, slopes, in its warmer and more 
productive half, to the south, the course of it 
rivers being in that direction. The commerce of 
this great empire must seek tbe port* of the world 
either through tbe Baltic or tbe Bosphorus. The 
former is frozou for half tbe year, and is too far 
north to accommodate tbe vast agricultural ro- 
gkm which enjoys a more genial tun and tern 
perate climate. Ths possession of the B upborne 
is for Southern Russia a geographical and com- 
mercial necessity icarcely less imperative than 
the possession of the lower Mississippi is for cur 
Western States. Constantinople, which is tbe 
most magnificent site for a commercial city on 
the globe, langui hes urder the f ob e sway of 
the famous "sick mar;" but as tbe chief mart of 
Russian commerce, it wruld become to tbe east- 
ern continent whit New Yolk is to ths western. 
The country about it, so favored by nature, so 
stunted in its development by Moslem misgov- 
ernment, would under Rjstian management 
bocome a hive of industry and a home 
of the useful arts. Its produc's, instead of 
being brought to marks', as now, in bundles 
tied to tho backs of bullocks, would ba freighted 
in 1 >ng trains of richly laden curs, on tho rail- 
ways with which Rus.-ian enterprise would eve- 
rywhere intersect ihe country. Tbe charge of 
sovereignty would be an inc.lculable blowing to 
Turkey, aLd a rich boon to the general com- 
merce if the world. This change, so indispensa- 
ble to the full development of Russia, and eo 
promotive of a mighty cooimercei on the Mediter- 
ranean, is resisted by the western powers, who 
wou d at any time go to war to prevent it. T hey 
see tbat Russia, with this advantage, wourd bs- 
como tbe greatest military and maritime nation 
in the old world, atd dwarf them into insignifi- 
cance. 

If these powers should bs to rash as to interfere 
in our quarrel, the world would have reason to 
think poorly both rf American diplomacy and 
Russian statesmanship if the Czar did not take 
advantage of tbe circumstancos to acquire the po- 
sition on the Bosphorus toward which his Emrire 
bas been gravitating for tbe last three-quarters 
of a centu'y, but which can never be acquired 
except in some coi juncture which brings Westorn 
Europe In collision with the United States. The 
diplomacy of the two countiie9 has not herete fore 
failed lo see tbat the time might come whon mu- 
tual frioul.hip might be of tbe greatest mutual 
advantage. Our giving the English minister 
at Washington, Mr. Crampton, his passports 
in the time of the Crimean war, though dic- 
tated by a sense cf national* honor, and in 
pursuance of our obligations as a neutral pow- 
waa an act which Russia knows bow 
to appreciate. We are both young nations, in 
the earlier stages cf » vi&>r**o i .-; iwk- 
ing lorward with boundless hope to a great future. 
Territorially we are the two most important na- 
tions that cultivate an occidental civilization. In 
government, we make tbe nearest approaches to 
unadulterated forms— the one to simple monarchy, 
the other to simple democracy. Each country is 
inhabited by strong races, whose vigor is not im- 
pared by the vices of an offete civilization. Each 
is donbtless invested by Providence with a mighty 
mistion, and destined to a great career. There 
are no two nations capable of being so helpful to 
each other, and of contributing so much to each 
other's security and progress. If France and 
England should intermeddle injuriously in our 
affairs, their interference would probably mark 
the opening of a new era in the political equilibri- 
um of the world. 

A Bir.LiociRAPHic Curiosity.— The B s'on 
Trantxript bas in temporary possession a very an- 
cient and scarce volume which fell into the hands 
of a Maesachufetls soldier now doing d it y on tbe 
Virginia Peninsula, aud wes by him sent home 
as a present to a friend who appreciates such 
things. The volume is about fcur inches long, 
two inches wide, about three quarters of an inch 
in thickness, aid consists of two hundred ar<l 
thirty-six pages. It bas eviden ly undergone 
the pre cass of binding more than oace, as the 
outer margin of the leaves is very narrow, and 
the inner margin is bound up quite close to the 
text. The paper is fine and tbe type clear — the 
whole book beins in an excellent state of proror- 
vation. It is illustrated with seme very quaint 
wood -cu'a, and one ce pperplate portrait of King 
Charle s 11, of England, at the age of nineteen. 
Tte title page is printed partly with red ink, 
and has a rose, the emblem of E igland, and a 
thistle, the emblem of Scotland, one on each side. 
The imprint shows that the book is two hundred 
and thirteen years old. It contains various let- 
ters, meditations, and prayers, written by Charles 
I, of England, while a prisoner in Carisbrook 
castle prior to h-'s execution. There are some 
very interesting features in the letters written by 
the King, the burden of which is the discus-ion 
of the question whether the snpport of the Epis- 
copacy was not a duty equally imposed on him 
by tbe Word of God and by his coronation cath. 
Mr. Alexander Henderson, a Scotchman, it ap- 
pears, was a very learned divine of Newcastle, 
and the correspondence between King Charles 
and him was of the unfortunate monarch's seek- 
ing. The volume contains some very interesting 
particulars relative to the conduc'. and opinions of 
Charles when on the ove of liaing executed.

It is really high time that the absurd mis- 
conceptions of character to which I. rd Brougham 
the other night gave offensively uncalled for ut- 
terance should be corrected out of existence At 
no time wonld it havo bocn becoming in an Eng- 
lish statesman — least of all iu one illustrious as a 
representative of Liberal movements — to have 
indulged in the expression of coarsely auli-Amer- 
ican prejudices. Least of all was it decent so to 
"o when tho audience were assembled to hear a 
iscourse on tho progrosa of i ocial amelieraiion, 
and when the American peoplo are engaged 
at once in a struggle for thoir poliiical exist- 
ence and in the accomplishment of Ihe great- 
eat of social reforms. If Lord Brougham 
had not given himself up to that last state cf in- 
tellectual perversity which is worse than tbe first 
— if he had not in bis old ago abandoned himself 
to tbe deminion of those follies which in youlh aro 
excusable as the product of a bid education un- 
rrected by experience — it would be easy to con- 
vincs him, from the plaiform of social science, 
bow grttfslv urjost and untrue are his reflections 
upon the United States. Why, that which in 
England is but a MljeCt, and a slowly advancing 
preject, has long been in the Northern States of 
America an acjompli-bed fact. As the eye runs 
over the topics of his lordship'B discursive oration, 
as tbe mind accepts, in almost hopeless succes- 
sion, the ideas of reform in nearly every depart- 
ment of our law, — one does but sec io how many 
respects our kinsmen are in advance of ourselves. 
It has tasked the energies of I. ro Brougham 
himself, through a life of remarkable length 
and activity, to promote Ihe education of the 
people, the amendment cf jurisp- ulence, the 
reformatory discipline of prisoners, tha ro- 
moval of r«ligi ..< di'abi ities, and tbo employ- 
ment of women. He is a living example — and 
will be a historical monument — of the slowness 
ith which the ploughshare of progress breaks up 
the Btiff, dull clods of ignorance and prejudice 
Bis biography will present a long record of le 
forms steadfastly ebstructed by ths ruling classes 
of the country, but as steadfastly sustained by 
the intelligence and right foeling of tlv multi 
tude. But already it is written, in the history of 
that parallel eigh'y years which dates from 
American indpendence, how promptly the liber- 
ated communities of the New World set tbem 
selves to provido for all their members the three 
groat necessaries of true civilization — political 
freedom, remunerative labor, and education in 
knowledge aod morality. There is not one of the 
die-iderata which the Social Scier.cs Asseciation 
was estab'isbed to promote that has not been 
realized by the free action of tbe Amercan peu 
pie.

OFFICIAL WAK BULLETIN. 

Washington, June 36— M. 
The Government has no accurate iofbrireation 
the state of aff.irs on the peninsula, by rea6em 
of the interruption of telegraphic communication. 
Nothing has been heard to warrant tbe belief 
lhat any serious dnaster bas occurred. 

New York, June 30. 
Tho New York Herald's report, dated Juoa 27, 
states that our killed, woun'.ed, and missing that 
dav reached 1.200. 

The ot ject of the movement was to bring Por- 
ter's and other divisions into more close connec- 
tion with the rest of the army — in fact, charging 
the front of the whole of our forces, with our 
centre and lefi pressing immediately on Richmot el 
i'aelf, which would bs el no, it was expec ed, on 
Siturday. It was a virtual surrender or vacating 
of a long line of defence, heretofore oxtending 
just np to Mechanicaville, in order to have the 
whole force within effective distance; also, to 
allow the rebels to follow u i up, and, if possible, 
to bag them. McClellan ordered Porter to with- 
draw to two miles this side of Gaines's Mills, early 
oi Friday mornirg, which was done, the enemy 
following up, thinking they bad gained a victory 
over our troops, who were slowly moving back in 
order, fightii g as they went, crossed the Cbicka- 
hominy, and reached the position desigoated for 
their tccupalion. The rebels folluweil in great 
force, and by 3 o'clock (hero was a general and 
heavy engagement here, lasting till 7 o'clock, 
when a lull took place; but tbe rebels ugalu re- 
newod it with greater ferocity, having been rein- 
forced. Our men stoed tho uncegual contest like 
heroes* and did fearful execulion. Our forcou 
wore increased by Gonerala Slocum'o, Palmer's 
Finch's, aud Meagher'a brigades, and the 
rebels were badly boaton Meagher's men 
went into the battle with coata oil' and 
s-leeve* red ed up, lighting like tigers. The 
ground which Gen. McClellan ordered Gen. Por- 
ter to occupy and hold was occupied and held in 
lb* tirst part of the day. Gen. Porter's corps 
only contended against the rebels, but subae- 
qnently reinforcements swelled the nnmbsr to 
15,000. The rebeli bad 60,000 men, under Gen- 
erals L?e, Dill, Anderson, and Branch. Among 
the killed are Col. Grove, tU Massachusetts, and 
Col. Koberts, let Michigan. 

PiiiLAriKi.i'iiiA, June 30. 
Tbe following is the conclusion of the Balti- 
more American a account of atlaiis bsfore Rich- 
mond: 

\VA8Hinoton, June 30. 
Since closing mv letter from tho White House 
I find myself in Wast irgton City and in pasaes- 
Hion of most reliable information from the VYhire 
House and other points on the Peninsula, noarly 
a day later than that contained in my last. 

It appears that telegraphic communication be- 
twoen tbe White House and General McClellan 
was not broaan until near 1 o'clock Saturday, and 
then th» wires were cat at a station eleven miles 
out. TunataH's Station, four miles out, was in 
our pesioaeion until 1 o'clock in the afternoon, at 
hich hour the operator at tbe White House 
heard a s'range signal coming over the wire. 
On going to tbe instrument, he was 
heralded with what Union soldiers call the rebel 
national ealnte — "Say, oh, vou Yankee!'' This 
was the tdgnal given for final evacuation, when a 
portion of tho infantry forces immediately em- 
barked on steamboats in waiting fe>r tbem. The 
1 ist of the transports was moved off by atoam 
tugs, and a few articles scntlorcd about on shore 
— even some damaged hay — were lired. The 
whole was of very small valuo, and thus of the 
many minions of Dronertv here a few days ago, 
perhaps not fivo thousanel dollars worm w E a S w 
slroyed In the mid?t of this, the Whito Huuae 
was fired and entirely cinsumed. 

Tbe enemy made his appearance in considera- 
ble force at tbe Whi'o H -use at about :even 
o'clock Sal urday evoning. and although he neither 
found bread for man or hay for beast, he was wel- 
comed with heavy showers of grape shot fro n ths 
gunboats, which wete ranged along in front of tbe 
bui ding. 

The rebels wore mptHised to be 30,000 strong. 
The cavalry at I be White Uuuse guarded the de- 
parture of the last wugon-t and horses which 
moved off at the Federal evacuation and joined 
the force of (im. Stoneman, who were hovering 
in the vicinity all day. After seeing iheir trains 
off, and securing their entire safety, Gen. Stone- 
man, with the entire fo co, moved off in a direc- 
tion tbat I am not at liberty to state. Gen. Casey 
report* that he lost not a man, nor did he leave a 
soul behind, not even a contraband. 

At 10 o'clock on Saturday morning Col. Iugalls 
and Capt. Sau!elle were before York own with an 
immense convoy of vt^sels and ste-mers on thsir 
way to tbe new base of operations on James river. 
They will doubtless move down immediitely to 
Fortress Monroe and await tbe instructions of 
Gen. McClellan. A number are already uo Ihs 
James river under tho protecti-m of the gunboats. 

Since an early hour Saturday morning Gen. 
McClellan has been deprived of a telegraphic 
communication wil b Washington. He abandoned 
its use several hours before it wai cut, doubtless 
being fearful that the enemy might, by placing a 
magnet on the wires, read bis orders Direct 
communication with Gen McClellan is now being 
opened by the guoboa's up ths mouth of the 
Chickibominy. 

Philadflfhia, June 30. 
The correspondent of tho Baltimore Ameiican 
arrives at the following conclusion: The object ( f 
Gen. McClellan was to abandon the Whito Housa 
and draw in the right wing of his army across 
the Cbickahotniuy. All this he has accomplished 
with but little loss in comparison with the pun- 
ishment b.-stowed on the enemy. Gen. McClellan 
has also strengthened fait position by contracting 
his lines and changing his base cf operations to 
tbe James river, where be will have the co-opera- 
tion of the gunboats ; acd if they attempt to in- 
terrupt his supply- vessels by making a dash on 
James river, they will meet with prompt puoish- 
ment from ths gunboats, and so weaken thoir 
forces in front of Richmond that the cily will fall 
into his hands with but a slight smuggle- 

Nrw York, June 30. 
There are runvrs that some i Ificers of McClel- 
lan 's army EBy that durirg tbe retreat of the 
right wing McClellan advanced the loft wing 
some five miles to a kit y emkeaco, where a large 
quantity of charcoal was beiog used to heat shot 
tor R chmond. The position is in ea y shelling 
distaocs of tbe cily. 

It is also rumored that Burnaide larded in the 
rear of Fort Darling, nod all his available troops 
were ready to attack it. 

An officer gives a report that R'chmond is al- 
ready on lire from hot shot. 

These reports ara given wi'hout vouching for 
their reliability. 

New York, June 30. 
The West Point (Va.) correspondent of the 
Post, under date of ih«27tb, states that it was 
reported there lhat our pickets were driven in on 
the ovening of tho 2Gih at the Wbite House, and 
that the shipping had all been sent lo West Point 
from the White House. 

A rebol mail-carrier captured states that Beau- 
regard had arrived at Richmond with the main 
portion of his army, aDd 30,000 men had been sent 
to re-infold Jackson, ar.d tne lattor coull at once 
attack the right Hink of our army, while Lee 
could make u desperate attack in front. 

Cairo, June 30. 
The Forest y risen, from Memphis, has arrived 
with 650 bales cotton. I he news from tbe flotilla 
is highly interesting. Our gunboats and races 
passed the mouth of the Yazf.o river and pro- 
ceeded within four miles of Vicksburg, from which 
poiut sovon men went by land on the Loui«iar.a 
side and communicated with Farragut's ll-jet. 
Commodore Fairagnt has since sent a despatch 
to Capt. Davis, which res' hed Memphis on Sat- 
urday morning. Capt. Davis immediately started 
down Ihe river with the I'snton, and other boats 
will scon follow.

While Tennessee was held by the rebel troopn, 
there was at least a sort cf pretext, however 
flimsy it may have boen, for siding with the re- 
bellion. There was a pjint to rally upon, an ex- 
cuse for organization, a purpose to accomplish. 
This point and this purpose was the eslablish- 
ment of another government in lieu of the Fed- 
eral Union. But now that usurping pseudn gov- 
ernment has been expelled by tbe national fo-cas 
from the capital and driven from the State. 
Isham Harris and Jeff JJavis cannot hold a court, 
levy taxes, convene legislatures, or even protect 
tho public records and property. TheCe nfed- 
erate authority as a government is dead. Its 
only exhibitions cf vitality are mado in raids, in 
forays, and in guerilla expeditions. It is no 
rcoro a regular government, with revenues, 
records, council and finances, than a pack of 
thieves are an organized legul community. 

Why, then, should any good citizen, however 
dsvottd to sece^ionism, continue to support its 
cause when it is virtually dead? No man in his 
wils ever expects to see the rebels drive out the 
Federal troope from this Stato. No man of sense 
believes that Harris can ever return to Nashville. 
All tbat the most sanguine rebel can hope to ef- 
fect i-, to aid a few roving guerilla parties in tlieir 
incendiary and destructive work. He may aid in 
shooting women ar.d children; he may help to rob 
a bank or fire a town; he may oven procure the 
assassination of lome Union mer; bnt all thtss 
villanies may be perpetrated and still the nation 
be unshaken. Huceforward a rebel in this State 
may be a public robber or a mnrderer, or may 
aid those who commit these crimes, but he can- 
not ri e to the rank of a soldier. He may grat- 
ify milice, spite, revenge, and deadly hate; hs 
may poison or stab in the dark, and spread suf- 
fering and sorrow abroad in society, bnt he 
cannot move Ihe pillars of Ihe Commonwealth 
from (heir firm foundations. And is Ibis an tb- 
j'c', worthy an honest or rational man's pursuit 
«■ ii -.."nnatnivers- wiih.tb" rajwlllrifl. l»— ales) l» 
distr-'C-irg a political Tab-tc which theycinnot 
destroe? Surely this is wanton wickedness, ut- 
terly beoeat h every human being. It is malig- 
nant, f.-r it is cherishing the bitterest spirit of re- 
venge. It is wanton, for no rational excuse can 
be given for it. It is fooli-h, for it works its own 
destruction. It is treacherous, for it is stabbing 
tho.ie whose interests and rights you profess to 
respect. I*. is ungrateful, for it is robbing and 
muielsripg tho e who protect you. It is cowardly, 
for it is slrikirg in tho dark where ye u dare not 
strike in the day-time. It is parricidal, fralrici- 
cidal, aud hemic Idea, for it louds to the raurdor not 
only of one's own neighbors, but of bis parent?, 
brothers, and his offspring. Why, why persist in 
such iuexcusuble folly and desperation, when it 
is certain to bring upon you the heartiest curses of 
all mankind? 

A Si'ekc h from Brki kinuidok — A corres- 
pondent of tho Mobile Register, writing from 
Meridian, Mississippi, under dateof the 10th inst., 
notices the arrival at. tbat place of General John 
C. Breckinridge. During tbe day Col. Colbert's 
regiment "made a call" on General Breckinridge 
at tbe Meridian House. Tbecrrro-pondeot says : 
Being informed by a gentleman present tbat 
the assemblage was in compliment to bim, he 
appeared in thi front p : azza, wlpn repeated calls 
and cheers from the soldiers and citizens made it 
incumbsnt on him to sav something, as the as- 
semblage appeared determined to hear from him. 

G^n. Breckioridpe prefaced his remarks by pro- 
testing against making a regular speech — said he 
was not accustomed of late to so tloing, and de- 
precated such things — tbat thia was ths time for 
action, not speeches; that no one need think thtre 
was anything to hope from the L'ncoln Govern- 
ment; that this struggle had proved to us that the 
enemy neither respected age, female loveliness or 
infaniilo weaknes, when in their power; that our 
onlv hope was in our stiong arms, and a determi- 
nation neverto bo conquered; I h it history showed 
eo na'ion of paople who resisted their oppressors 
with boldness, determination and bravery, no mat- 
ter what the numerical superiority of tbe invader, 
but what they finally succeeded atd eventually 
defeated them. 

His own S'ate had not acted well, but it was 
an error of judgment — not of the heart. Sbe 
hoped to be able to stay the fratricidal band, and 
act as mediator, but before sb) was aware of it, 
was betrayed by some of her own sons.

He cloeed by pledging himself to our can e as 
long as there was a f.H>t cf soil to defend, and any 
of her sons would rally in the face of the common 
enemy. He assured his countrymen that when 
the sword was put aside (if ever), and Kentucky 
was left to decide whom she would j in, it would 
moet certainly be the South. 

His remarks were eleijuent in their conception 
and delivery, and were listened to with profound 
attention by ladies, soldiers, aod citizens, and 
elicited much applause. At the close, the ladies 
came forward and were introduced to him, and 
each one shook him by the hand. 

Rkhkl Outrages. — The pe'ple living on the 
line of the Charleston read are kept j n tern>r by 
recent raid* in tbat vicinity. A highly respecta- 
ble citizen, who lives about fifteen miles from 
town, and formerly one of our leading merchants, 
informs us that on Wednesday Jackson's cavalry 
made its appearance in force along the Memphis 
and Charleston railroad, and for the avowed 
object of bnruing the cotton and punishing all 
who had felled to conduct themselves to tbeir 
likirg. The cavalry force under JackFon was 
large, and seemed to bs bound for District 
No. 9, a district in which there wes consibera- 
ble ci.tton, noneof which the Confederates had had 
time to burn before the eccupation of Memphis. 
This District, is reached by the Macon read, and 
is said to contain about fifteen hundred bales of 
cotton. This, or at loast the larger portion of it, 
was destroyed by the Confederates on Wednes- 
day. Two persons who were up there buying 
cotton were arrested and taken off as prisoners. 
Two other merchants of Memphis, who were also 
out theie, were arrested and teken South. And 
our informant states that Ihe Confederate cavalry 
threatened to take as prisoners and to destroy all 
the property of »li persins who, on any pretext, 
should come to Memphis. They also stated that 
their intention is and will be lo destroy the rail- 
road and telegraph every time they are repaired, 
and to prevent Ihe workiog of either.

INTERVENTION IN AMERICA. 

From the London Tliuca of June 14.

proper. The statements of Lord Palmerston and 
Lord Ru'sell last night were to the eff.ct that the 
British Oov.roment at least has DO intention of of- 
fering m.diatlnn at present, and that no propo- 
s.ls on tbe .ulgect have been made by the Wench 
Emperor. Lord Ras-ell, more on-spoken than 
his colleague, d.clar.d that, in his opinion, he 
moment was inopportune for mediation. in the 
present state of the war, and in the present em- 
bittered state of feeling on both sides, such an of- 
fer would rather tend 10 prevent any good result 
being attained, if a similar step should be here- 
after taken. Certainly there ii no intention on 
the part of h<r Majesty's government to mediate 
at the present moment." With this decision 
of the Cabinet there will be no disposition to 
quarrel. 

An offer of mediation at the present time can 
amtunt only to an expression of opinion on 
the probable issue of the war. As we have be- 
fore said, th-re ia rot iho smallest chance that it 
would be accepted by the Federals, who, flushed 
With their mc Jesses in Tennessee and Louisiana, 
and proud of their vast levies and buoyant cur- 
rency, still look upon the coi-queat of the South 
as merely the work of a month or two. The en 
durance, the courage, and the bitter anlmosi'y of 
their enemy are facts which only a few among 
them are beginning to appreciate. We may, 
then, lock on an angry refusal from the Wash- 
ington government aid an outburst of denuncia- 
tion f om the Northern publie generally, as cer- 
tain to f ollow any advice of ours. The readiness 
of England to take advantage of I heir troubles, 
and her baseness iu drawing France with her into 
an lnUrfarerjce with American affairs, woul I be 
tbe theme of every tongue and pen in the United 
States. SometLi'ig would, indeed, be gained by 
such a course, inasmuch as we should place 
on record our willingness to join in pre- 
venting tbe further sbedJi ■ of blood. 
But, considering the jaalousy of our every action 
which prevails througn the Slates, it is, perhaps 
batter that England should not take the Initiative 
•van in tendering guod offices. It the Emperor of 
the French think, ibo moment opportune for tell- 
ing tbe Northern people that in his opinion the 
BUlJugation of several millions of their own race 
is u i enterprise beyond their strength, and that 
tbe attempt is causing intolerable suffering to 
Europe, he is at perf.oi liberty to do so, and Eng- 
lishmen will be glad to see good advice offered by 
a porsonage who is far more likely to be listened 
to than any of our statesmen We should da»ire 
nothing bett'r than that Nspoleon or the Czar, 
who are the two moet popular sovereigns across 
tbe Atlantic, should either separately or corjoint- 
ly press on tho Americans tbe counsels which 
would be indignantly rejected if offered by us. 
European mediation had better begin on the con- 
tinent. All that we c in say now has already been 
said by our politicians and the press. 

The speeches of two or threo Cabinet Miulaters 
acd the well knewn opinions of almost every 
man of note in either house are equivalent to 
anything that the French Emperor can disclose to 
tbe Americans by a formal offer of mediation 
Tbe North knows well the opinio. is of this coun- 
try, arjd, without further official communication, 
Will feel assured that we give a tacit assent to any 
rec, mmeLdationa which oiber Powers may make 
in the interests of peace. Without, therefore, 
pretending to dltiue the secrets of the French 
Emperor, or to say in what form or when bis 
opinions will be expressed, we may admit that 
this country must allow him to take the lead. 
There exists so general a desire in Kurope to bring 
this war to an end, and it is now so clear that the 
Union can only be restored in name, and by co- 
ercing a determined and unaniuv us people by 
military fore?, that every day will increase tbe 
number of continental politicians who think as 
we do.

A propoeal for mediation between the Northern 
and Southern States cf America may be ih Ught 
by some persons, on first consideration, a vety ra- 
tional and humane lup/gesihn Those who are 
not prepared to go quite so far as this may, at 
leant, deem it a very li.rml~.-a piece of advice. 

No doubt every Christian— nay, every rational, 
and even every stltish, man — must, were It but 
for bis own personal intereats, lo 'g fir a conclu- 
tion of the war butweea Norib and South. Oa 
that point we are al! united, am! benevilent plati- 
tudes may be set aside by common agroement. 
The question is, whether England and France can 
daviso any j lot proposal which there is the slight- 
est probability that either North or South would 
accept; and whether an uninvited interference is 
not much more likely to produce an increase of 
animosity than to mitigate pissinns of war. 
Is France in exactly the pisitbn which 
would make her an acceptable meadiatrix 
in nn Ame.ioan question— France, with her 
troops on Mexican soil, marching to the Mexican 
s;anl-*l, a* d ahrut to rVrm eifber a new king- 
dom or a French colnnv? Ta «won Fno-lancl her- 
Soil nkelv lo be welcomed us an arbiter? Uofor- 
tunat«lr a certain class of Knglisb newspapers, 
ana a certain kind of English speakers in and out 
of Parliament, have made it so much their habit 
to vilify, denrurce, and abu°e everything most 
dear to the Americans of the Norib, that a bitter 
feeling has unquestionably sprung up among the 
lees thoughtful or tbe Non Burners, and they re- 
gard England as a spiteful rival who has exulted 
over their ditBcul iee, jeered at their triumphs, 
and systematically slandered their must preclnns 
institutions. Would public feeling in the North 
welcome tbe intrusion of officious service on tbe 
part of En-land— service which would seem as if 
it were purposely designed to interpose between 
bar and bar aliimate triumph? 

But suppose England and Franca accepted — 
nay, Invited— to mediate. What proposals cou d 
we make ? Shall we propose to the South to re- 
turn to their allegiance and ditband their armies? 
We wish we could think there was the slightest 
chance of such a proposal meeting with anything 
but a fnrious rejection. What other advioe is 
there from which the North would not turu with 
contempt? I he path of tbe North has so far been, 
on tha whole, one of splondid victory. Is it in. 
human reason to suppose that they who have at 
heavy sacrifice accomplisbel so nvach aro likair 
now to pause in their course on tbe verge of fall 
success, and deliberately to abandon tbe only ob- 
jects for which ttey ever drew a sword or fired a 
sho ?

THE FUTURE OF AMERICA. 

[From the London Morning FoaL) 
Two questions will conlnually recur t a every 
one who thoughtfully contemplates tha stow and 
dubious progress of the American straggle: Will 
the Federal Government ever sut jugate the revo- 
lutionary S ates? And, if it does, what tben? On 
these two qrjsstiona what vast Issues depsr.d! 
* • • * » r » 

One great difficulty in forecasting any probable 
termination of the struggle Is contained in the 
question, What would constitute a sabjngation of 
tbe Soutb? Granting the Confederate army to be 
utterly wasted, would that be subjugation? We 
think not. As long as the will, ih. indomitable 
will, of the exasperated Southerners is uncon- 
quered, the victories of the troops will avail lit- 
tle. Unless 1 he conquered Slates be garrisoned 
by the whole Federal army, a second revolution 
woold be a ma'ter of certainty. What a specta- 
cle would that be? Mr. Bright* model Repub'ic, 
which vaunted itself ihe foremost nation in In* 
world, Ihe very palladium and citadel of liberty, 
ke. ping one half of its Slates in order by a mili- 
tary occupai ion ! * * * * 

OnW, therefore, the American Constiftttion 
b« violated in s /me of its fundamental provieions, 
the North can never, wiih any show of justice or 
consistency, override the S nth by a miliary oc- 
cupation when the war is ended; and without a 
military occupation it can never retain those 
States witnlo the Union. Quit* distinct, then, 
from even the success of the Federal arms, is the 
question of the future independence of the 
South. A complete defeat of the Confeder- 
ates might satisfy tho wounded honor of the 
Northern States, who, In the joy of suc- 
ceed, might ba willing to give up to oth- 
er necessities what they would not allow to bo 
gained by the Confederate troops. But, however 
,nia may be, r.o one who patiently weighs all tha 
probabilities of tha situation, cau bslieve in the 
restoration of the seceded States to tbe Un n 
aven in ihe event of the yat doubtful triumph of 
the Federal arms. And than, granting the war 
ended, and two repubbsa instead of one, how dark 
a prospect lies before eacL! Ruined io commerce, 
credit, agriculture, and mutual confidence, they 
must begin life again like people who have 
wronged each other, and have impoverished then- 
selvfl. in getting a divotce. No eventual pros- 
perity can wipe out the stain, the tears, the pas- 
sions of tbe past; while for the future all is vexa- 
tion, dependence, embarrassment, labor without 
fruit, and struggle without hope. Such is tbe 
ultima ratio of extreme liberalism, tbe product of 
exaggeration, the consequence of tbe abuse of 
liberty, and the fruit of a system of governn sit 
which divides its responsibility among those who 
are by the very conditions of their political posi- 
tion wholly irresponsible. 

TBE FRENCH- IN MEXICO. 
[From the London Saturday Review.! 

Tha American report of a check sustained by 
the French army, in Its advance to Mexico, baa 
not been continued, and it is certainly difficult to 
believe that any advantage of aumbsrs or posi- 
tion could counterbalance lb* enormous superiori- 
ty of European discipline and courage. If the 
Mexicans have really gainei tbe advantage in a 
combat, their exceptional success will exercise- 
little kiU'iei ce on the result if tbe war. Franca, 
with practically inexhaustible resources, vefil 
certainly not abandon the enterprise after a da- 
feat. If a reinforcement of 20,000 men is want- 
ed, It can easily be spared; and t he expense) will 
not be) grudged in the hope that it may ultimately 
be recovered from tbe conquered country. Tbe 
difficulties which face the invader are tbos* of cli- 
mate, of distance, and of general policy, /rench 
armies will undoubtedly beat Mexicans in 
tha field; but it w.H be costly and troablesome 
to keep open tbe communication with tha 
coast along a line of a hundred mile*. When 
the capital Is occupied, the outlying 



provinces may si ill maintain their customary in- 
dependence or disorganization; nor will It ba easy 
to persuade the chiefs of factious to accept the 
■rovernmont of a French viceroy, or of an Aui- 
trian king. Few Englishmen will feel any sym- 
pathy with the invaders after the contnmelioui 
rupture by the French of the convention with 
England and Spain. On the other hand there is 
perhaps no sufficient reason for depreciating an 
undertaking which i( rather unwise than danger- 
ous to the rest of ihe world. The suppression of 
a barbarous anarebv is not the worst possible ex- 
cuse f I an otherwise unnecessary war. The 
French armv is < ften told by its flatterers tbat it 
has a mission to diffuse civilization among Euro- 
pean nations, which are not conscious either of its 
relining aptitudes or of their own wants; but in 
Mexico, at least, military government, involving 
frequent capital punishment, would be an improve- 
mentontheexistinginstitutions. Frenchmen may 
not be better than Germans or Italians, but they 
are sages and statesmen in comparison with pure- 
blooded Indian chiefs or mongrel adventurers. 
Then public which is to be suppressed might as 
well be called by any other name, except that it 
is distinguished from a monarchy by the fnquent 
change of its principal rulers. Tbe eitablishment 
of a transatlantic Algeria might perhaps be re- 
garded with complacsncy, but it is impossible to 
believe that Mexico can ba permanently made a 
province of Franca. E»«ry fresh explanati 'n 
renders the policy of the E nperor Napoleon more 
puzzling and unintelligible The outrages which 
have been inliictod on the French subjects mighl 
justify hostilities against the Government, but 
th.v can scarcely tarnish loason for seizing the 
capital.

A correspondent of the Lancaster (Pa.) Ex- 
press, who signs himself "J. R S ," thus writes 
of Colonel Hjggard, of Kentucky: 

The Kentucky Cavolry (Colonel HaKR««l'. 
fUh) ie specialty notorious and obnoxious as slavo 
catchers. It is quite certain, however, that the 
Colonel is much more active as a -lave- hunter 
thin a rebel lighter. Coming from Florence, this 
chivalrous Kmiuckian arrested ami placed a 
guard of six of his brave cavalrymen over a ne 
gro who escaped from bis rebel master at Corinth. 
That Ol. H. Is compromisiog the dignity of an 
armv offiear and insulting tbe common soldiery of 
the Union, is beyond the shadow of a doubt. 

This attack, viewed from the most charitable 
stand point, is unwarranted, unmanly, and false 
Unwarranted because the trivial circumstances 
referred to are insufficient to demand to grave an 
assault upon the character-of a patriotic officer; 
unmanly because published in a local j mrnal of 
another State, and circulated through the camp- 
long after its author had left for a distant culuron 
of the army; false because it perverted trath An 
analysis of these startling ssseriions may unfold 
something. First: "The 6th Kentucky is espe- 
cially notorious and obnoxious as slave catchers." 
Tha regiment in question was recruited armul.and 
equipped for service by a slaveholding State. Its 
officers are perhaps owners of slaves, ar.d 
many of the private3 emanate from classes 
of citizens who approve of the institution. 
Theirs was a vary different struggle 
to part with kindred and home from troops raised 
in a free State. Importuned by a semi loyal 
Governor, bound by the restraints which the neu- 
trality policy impostd, ard met at every poiut 
by acquaintance- unfriendly to the Union, it re 
quired the highest patriotism to overleap these 
influences, and demonstrate their love of coun- 
try by joining its army. That men who have 
made such sacrifices, who have pressed firmly 
onward amid the taunts of neighbors could ever 
condescend to convert the dignified Federal offi 
car into the mean, contemptible slave- seeker, is 

ridiculous ai d absurd. Falsehood is stamped on 
its very face, and malice has well cigh inter- 
twined herself to serve the purposes of its author, 
No officer, in the brigade to which Colonel H. 
belongs, to my knowledge, evir intimated tint 
such was bis conduct. They never knew the 
Keotuckans otherwise than gallant officers and 
perfect gentlemen. 

To become eithor "notorious or obnoxious" 
would at least require familiarity with the course 
a gentleman pursued. Its falsity is therefore 
manifest. Enjoying tbe confidence and high re- 
gard of many officers for months, it must be espe 
cially distasteful to Col. Haggard to receive from 
a reporter of one week's acquaintance such dis- 
honorable notico. Persecuted for bis principles, 
the recipient of insults, sinking large professional 
interests to lead his regiment, let not his motives 
be impugned, his acts misrepresented, and tbe 
glory which must eventually be his, in common 
with all loyal Kentuckians, be tarnished by the 
insidious wiles of an abolition reporter. Equally 
untrue is the accusation that he is moro engaged 
in slave-seeking than in service for tbe Govern 
ment. 

The labor performed by the troops in the 7th 
brigade is wondrous. Their duty has not been to 
fight all the time, but Colonel C. has always been 
on band for a share of the toil. He must compre- 
hend, as well as others, the evasive policy of the 
Cabinet at Washington. That any two men 
could agree exactly upon the kind of protection 
the Government Intends giving the property of 
Union men in the Soutb, and the kind of protec 
tion it does not mean to giwa to traitors, I doubt, 
Hence an officer might err as to the instances in 
which protection would be justifiable. Error Is a 
very natural result from a policy whose indecision 
is without a parallel. 

The instance named was the case of a widow 
residing near Florence, All. Her husband was 
always a good Union man. The negro had left 
The lady asked that be be retained. She was 
woll known and her request was granted. Beit 
right or wrong, these are the facts. When tbe 
great Roman conspirator entered tbe Senate, he 
was met by the thrilling queslion, "How long, O 
Catiline, wilt thou abuse our patierc ?" And, in- 
stead of th« common soldiery taking offence at the 
refusal of officers to be nude etibservient to abo 
litionists, or declining to serve them rather than 
tbe country, they are ready to exclaim, "How 
long, O fanatic, wilt thou harass us and insult 
onr manhood'" When will men who are not in 
the army cease to abuse us? Do not justice, 
courtesfy, and bonor aliko require tbat the char- 
acters of sterling patriots be preserved from un- 
warranted assault? Will the authorities that rule 
permit the ebame which follows disgraceful im- 
pultttiorj? Weave not into this contest f.e'.ings 
which must plant prejudice and produce discord 
Let citizen, statesman, and warrior utter in har- 
mony, Pluribus Unum n 

Let Kentucky receive her full meed of praise 
for the patriotic manner in which she obeyed the 
demand of an i.nperiiled country. Let tbe cir- 
cumstances under which her youth have gone 
f irth to battle be everywhere known and appre- 
ciated. Let tbe great public heart beat with 
joy at the thought that Kentucky is redeemed, 
and her soil forever saved to the Union. Thanks 
to God, the delusion which has rent so many 
homes did not lead all her people astray. Let 
that arm be paralyzed that would rcb her noble 
sons of the laurels so Justly due them. Go on 
comrades in arms from a sister State, and with 
all the love Pennaylvanians have cherished for 
your departed Clay, will they cling around von 
and defend yonr efforts.

Over 125,000 Men Engaged! 



The Enemy Repulsed. 



All Civilians Ordered Away. 



[Special to N. T. Tribune-l 

New York, June 29. 
A severe and most determined battle was 
fought on the right wing before Richmond on 
Thursday and Friday, which is claimed by some 
of our officers as a successful strategic move- 
ment into which the enemy htd unwittingly been 
drawn, and which jrffltoon result intbecipture 
of Richmond and the entire rebel army. The at- 
tack was made by Ihe enemy in immense force, 
wbocrosted the Ch'ckahi mioy near the railroad, 
above Mechanicsville, on Thursday afternoon. 
They fought desperately, bnt were unable to drive 
tur men a single rod, though the enemy wer<) to., 
to one. The only forces engaged that day waa 
McCali's division' Tne battle lasted from 1 till 

9 P. M . when the division was ordered back. 
Gen. HcClellan was on the field, exj.e.-.ic,. 

himself satisfied with the result. 

Later. — On Thursday, about noon, tho eaeuy 
made an attack upon General S:onemin's forces 
in the vicinity of Hanover Court Houie, pMbablj 
for the purpose of accomplishing an ouiLinUinrr 
movement on the right, and to engage our atten- 
tion in that direction. Shortly afterwards they 
commenced a vigorous cannonading from thw 
works on an eminence oppo-ite Metjhanicsviile, 
about one and a half miles distant, alas ircm two 
batteries, one above and tbe other below. 

They were replied to by Campbell's Pennsyl- 
vania batteries on picket duty, one on tbe Mo- 
chanicsville road and another from behind oarth 
works at the right of a grove. About two >.„;.,.. 
in i be afternoon the enemy's infantry and 
sqaadr ns of cavalry crossed in immeuse force a 
snort distanca above the Central Virginia Uail- 
road, making a rapid advance towards Cenerai 
MoCall's division, who wero entrenched on a hi ly 
woodland across a swampy ravine about a mile in 
the rear of Mechanicsville. 

The First Pennsylvania Rifles (Bucktaila) and 
.Campbell's Pennsylvania batiery were on picket 
duty, all of whom, except one company, fell 
back behind the breastworks and rifle pi's, where 
a line of battle wes drawn np. Company K. of 
the Bucktaiis, who were on picket beyond the 
railroad, were surrounded by tbe enemy, and the 
last tha' was known of them they were trying to 
cut their way througb. It is presumed the greater 
portion were taken prisoners. 

The enemy advanced down at tbe rear of Me- 
chanicsville on a low, marshy ground, where our 
forces were drawn up behind rifle pits and earth- 
works on an eminence on tbe north side of the 
ravine, wh rs the c inflict became most terrib'e. 
The rebels, with the most determined courage, 
attemptid to pr- si forward over tbe miry ground, 
but the bullet- ani grape shot fell among the 1 " 
ttke hail, mowing ihem down. This ccntinued 
till dial k, when they withdrew. 

Tbe canoooaeii'ig was kept up on both sides un- 
til abou' 9 P. M , when tbe battle ceased. Our 
forces were covered by earthworks and suffered 
but slightly. Lite in the afternoon the enemy 
made a charge with cavalry. About one hundred 
of them came rushing down and attempted to 
cross the ravine, when the horses became mir<d. 
A tquadron of rur civalry seeing their position, 
made a charge down the hill, whan the cavalry- 
men abandoned their hotsesand flsd. 

The infantry fight was tli6n renewed, and, ac- 
corclnir to the statement of my informant, Sur- 
geon Humphrey, of the Pei.nsjBvan a Bucktail 
regiment, continued until 7 A.M , whin a retreit 
was ordered, very much again3t the will of tho 
Pennsylvania boys, who begged to be allowed to 
bold tbeir position. 
The onter f rces then began to fall b.uk. 
Porter's corp3 were some distance below Or. 
Gaines's residence. 

O' the nex' dav's fielit the correspondent esys 
tbe aannonading and musketry was terrific. 

Ouryca's gallant Zouaves were King upon tho 
ground for two hours while our batteriei were 
shelling tbe woods over them. 

Finally, towards night the enemy attompted to 
break tbe centre line in front of Duryea's 
Zouaves. The musketry firing became terrific, 
lasting twenty or thirty minutes. Shortly after- 
wards an attempt was made to break through the 
right, which wai r ipulsed, and half an hour later 
another attempt was made on tbe left with tho 
same remit. 

The battle bad then been raging for some hours 
without any apparent change if advantage ni 
either side. Reioforcerneois of artillery aJ 
a — >i,gu came steadily along over the bridge 
to tbe field of battle. The enuny then seemed to 
make their last damerate and determined effort 
and came on forcing our man bi.ck into the low 
ground between the hill and the bridge where 
they could havo l ean iliughtered by tens of 
thousands before they could have crossed that 
long, narrow bridge. Wagons, artillery, ambu- 
lances, and men were hurrying toward the bridge 
and a panic was almost tnevi able, when a strong 
guard was placed across the bridge. 

At the time when the enemy had almost reach' d 
th* main hospital, about half a mile from the 
river, ihomas Francis Meagher's Irishmen came 
over the hill, etripoed to the bare arms, and were 
ordered to " go io." Tbey gave a yell and went 
to work, and the result was the enemy fell back 
to Ihe woo. s. and thus matters stood up to eleven 
o'clock yesterday (Sucdiv) morning. 

At dark an attack was made a'ong the front of 
the entire Hue, end was renewed at 2 A. M , 
in front of Generals Hooker, Kearney, and Sum- 
ner, without material result. 

Another correspondent says of Friday's bittle : 
Twice all along tho front did the rebels attack our 
lines, our rirla pit", and redoubts. Porter, wiih 
fifty canron, and Sumner's, Hrxker's, and Ayre's 
guns mowed them down wiih a death harvest. 
Their loss in killed and wounded was horrible. 

Under date of Friday, midnight, tbe same cor 
respondent says ten guns wore taken frjm us by 
a tudden flink attack, covered by tho thick smoke 
which bung around. 

Count De Paris captured a rebel Major who be- 
longed to Jackson's army. He Slid he hid bsen 
in tho valley of the Shenandoih all winter, and 
came here yesterday with part of Jackson's army, 
loe rest of it arrived this morning and 'be whole 
of It was here. He said tha' in tl * attack on onr 
right tho lib Is had from 60 000 to 80,0(>0 trorpi, 
This will explain ibo enormous fire under which 
our men were borne down aud swept away, pre' 
cisely as some of the regiments were swept away 
at 'he Seven Pines. 

Yesterday the Pennsylvania ressrvo drove 
back the attacking regiments of Jack;on's com 
mand. To-day they were overpowered by the 
same troops reinforced. Sfkaa'a regulars were 
Called up and proved unequal to the task of stop 
ping them, aud Slocum'a command was added to 
them. 

The Count Ds Paris testifies to the remarkably 
good conduct of all the regiments tbat sustained 
Ibis unequal attack on Porter. Tbey gave way 
indeed, but not one of tbem ran. Their losses 
are enormous. The regular 11th Infantry is about 
annihilated. Nearly every officer in it is killed 
or wi unded. The 14 h suffered also severe), 
Msjor Gasselle, of the Rsgulars. a kinsman of 
Uen McOlellan, is killed Col. Pratt, of a New 
York regiment, is also killed, and Lieut. Colonels 
Black and Sweetzsr. 

Our loss in officers is very marked indoeti. The 
di-proportion in numbers was so extraordinary, 
and the obstinacy of our troops so unvielding.that 
our losses were enormous, the artillery in both 
Porier's and Smith's divisions piled the rebels in 
heaps. Tbe fire was terribly effective,

LETTER FROM CLARKSVILLE, TENNESSEE. 

Clakksville, TKitn., June 25, 1862. 
Yesterday the Star-Spangled Burner floated 
aloft from a beautiful pole erected by the 71st 
Ohio regiment. An old citizen of this place (Mr 
Peart) hoisted it np to the top of the pole — a prond 
moment for the old nan — he who bired his breast 
to thestxrm of secession — he, the only one, who 
dartd to cast his vote against secession. The 
pole was erected in the College grounds, where 
th- regiment U encamped, and then the Colonel 
(Ma*on) m-.de a few patriotic remarks, and nine 
hearty cheers were given for the old flig. 

Union sentiment is gradually coming ont — slow 
but sure. But 1 here are fome villains who stalk 
the streets as bold as if treason were not visible 
upon their faces. Among them are nome of the 
self constituted committee who pledged them- 
selves to support volunteers' wives, but did not do 
It; also some of the committee (committees were 
nnmerous) who robbed passergers last summer 
when on thtir way North of all their gold and 
silver. A tall, gocd-lot king man, with the most 
dignified manners and curly lock* (Bryce Stew- 
art), was the self constituted treasurer to take 
car« of Lincoln's specie which belonged to privato 
individuals. 

Yet these cnppsr- headed snakei walk the 
streets large at lire, "like tho rattle snake — baen 
sworn and lot loose. " But we now hit them on a 
tender spot. This regiment (71at Ohio) I puppo-je 
will leave soon, and we exp«ct to have an Ktut 
Tennessee regiment Just say that to old secern 
here if you wunt to see him turn pale and 
shake as if he had an ague fit on him. 
They dread Eiat Tennessee troops worse than 
hell and the devil. They know full well what 
will cima if Eist Tennesioe troops are qnarUred 
here. 1 hope the day will soon c -me, for their 
appearance will bave a decided effsct on the mas* 
of the people. If any hanging U nece-jsary they 
will do it, and it would be better for the com- 
munity at largs the atmosphere would be purer 
and more wholesome. ,

The Way to Make an American Flao. — 
The following rule is obtained from an ofHcer of 
the Navy, and at this time, when many persons 
are desirous to construct Union nigs, and inquiry 
is frequently made, in consequence, of the proper 
proportions of such flig, may be u -ef.il. The 
length of the fla* is of course proportional to the 
width of the stripes, there being thirteen of the 
latter, red and white alternately, ■ h - red being the 
first and last. Tbe length of the flig should be 
twice *he width, less ihe width of one (tripe, or 
equal to tbe width of twenty-five stripes. The 
dimensions of the flag therefore are twenty-five-to 
thirteen. The blue or Union rquare at the upper 
heal corner is of course equal in width lo seven 
stripe«, a white stripe coming next to it under- 
neath. In length it should equal tbe width of 
ten stripes or two-£ftbs of the length of tbe flig. 
The number of stars equals tbe number of States 
(34), atd they should be arranged in ceven par- 
ticular rows, tbe first or last row containing four 
stars only, the others five stars each; or the stars 
may be arranged in five horizontal rows, four 
rows containing seven stars each and one row six.
